SHEFFIELD  TRADE  MARK 

Albert  Sims  was  a  guest  at  last 
year’s  336th  Cutlers’  Feast  held  at 
Sheffield,  England.  With  his  wife  Edna, 
Albert  went  to  England  for  the  event 
because  the  Master  Cutler,  Arnold 
Carr,  not  unknown  in  Sydney,  is  an 
old  friend. 

Since  its  inception  more  than  three 
centuries  ago,  the  Cutlers’  Feast  has 
steadily  increased  in  size  and  import¬ 
ance  until  it  is  now  one  of  the  premier 
functions  in  the  north  of  England. 
Cabinet  ministers,  ambassadors,  and 
high  ranking  officers  of  the  Armed 
Forces  and  other  distinguished  guests 
are  invited.  Usually  410  gentlemen  sit 
down  to  the  dinner. 

There  is  also  a  Forfeit  Feast,  first 
held  in  1814  and  now  an  annual 
event.  The  title  of  the  banquet  arose 
from  the  fines  extracted  from  members 
of  the  Cutlers’  Company  for  non- 
attendance  at  company  meetings. 


Since  1883  ladies  have  been  invited 
to  dine  with  the  gentlemen  making 
the  occasions  much  less  formal  than 
the  Cutlers’  Feast. 

The  history  of  the  cutlery  industry 
of  Sheffield  is  bound  indissolubly  to 
that  of  this  ancient  company.  It  was 
founded  in  1624  by  an  act  of 
Parliament  authorising  control  over 
all  persons  making  knives,  blades, 
scissors,  shears,  sickles  and  cutlery 
wares  within  a  prescribed  area. 

In  1860  the  constitution  of  the 
company  was  broadened  to  admit  the 
manufacturers  of  steel,  makers  of  saws 
and  edge  tools,  and  all  other  manufact¬ 
uring  articles  requiring  a  cutting  edge. 

Sheffield  is  the  natural  centre  of 
Hallamshire  which  because  of  the 
presence  of  millstone  grit  for  grinding 
and  abundant  water  facilitated  the 
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establishment  and  growth  of  the 
cutlery  industry. 

The  principal  duties  of  the  company 
include  the  granting  of  Freedoms  and 
Marks,  the  binding  of  apprentices,  the 
regulation  of  the  hours  of  work,  and 
the  pecuniary  punishment  of  offenders 
for  making  or  marking  their  wares 
contrary  to  the  standards  or  rules. 
By  granting  these  marks  the  company 
is  able  to  control  quality  and  main¬ 
tain  standards  because  the  marks 
identify  the  manufacturers. 

The  company’s  area,  covering  some 
five  hundred  square  miles,  embraces 
the  city  of  Sheffield  and  the  industrial 
towns  of  Rotherham  and  Barnsley. 
The  total  population  is  about  one 
million,  and  over  one  hundred 
thousand  people  are  in  employment 
in  those  industries  covered  by  the 
constitution  of  the  Cutlers’  Company. 

We  are  indebted  to  Albert  Sims  for 
this  contribution  to  the  significance 
of  the  authority  covered  by  the 
Sheffield  trade  mark.

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 

KEN  RANGER 


Tattersall’s  Club  has  numbered 
among  its  membership  many  amazing 
and  dominant  personalities  of  the 
bookmaking  fraternity,  and  this 
situation  prevails  today  and  will,  we 
confidently  suggest,  persist  for  all 
time. 

One  of  the  bookmaking  giants  of 
the  past,  and  a  regular  attendant  in 
our  Club,  is  Ken  Ranger. 

He  became  interested  in  the  com¬ 
plicated  mathematics  of  making  a  book 
at  an  early  age.  He  received  his  ARC 
mid-week  St.  Leger  licence  in  the 
post  depression  years  of  racing.  Money 
was  scarce  and  competition  intense. 

In  those  days,  towards  the  end  of 
the  thirties,  small  fielders  were  stand¬ 
ing  up  at  provincial  tracks  with  less 
than  $20  in  their  bags. 

Ken  gradually  weaved  his  way  up 
through  the  minor  enclosures  on  to  the 
major  tracks  to  ultimately  reach  the 
rails  at  Randwick. 

Then  came  the  war  and  post  war 
years  with  the  great  increase  in  tote 
and  bookmakers’  totals. 

To  his  fellow  members  Ken  was 
known  as  a  quietly,  spoken  man, 
impeccably  dressed  with  an  affection 
for  bow  ties. 

On  the  rails  at  Randwick  he  was 
little  changed  -  still  quiet  with  an 
occasional  nod  to  one  of  his  wide 
circle  of  friends. 

But  the.  bets  he  called  were  often 
fantastic. 

In  the  three  seasons  to  1951  he 


probably  averaged  more  than  $4m  a 
year.  And  one  pound  in  those  days  in 
comparison  with  $2  value  today  could 
be  multiplied  many  times  over. 

And  to  think  that  within  15  years 
he  had  graduated  from  a  humble  $20 
book. 

In  the  racing  year  to  30th  June, 
1949,  he  held  $4,470,000.  In  the 
1949-50  season  the  total  mounted 
to  $4,690,000. 

This  turnover  was  equal  to  the 
combined  annual  turnovers  of  the 
128  bookmakers  in  the  St.  Leger.. 

In  the  1954-55  season  his  holdings 
were  just  short  of  $5m. 

At  one  meeting  at  Canterbury  the 
win  and  place  totes  totalled  $184,000. 
Ken’s  were  $192,000. 

As  any  of  his  friends  in  the  Club 
will  tell  you,  Ken  avoids  personal 
publicity  as  far  as  he  can.  He  rarely 
gives  interviews  and  then  restricts  them 
to  turf  matters. 


Yet  in  those  days  everything  he 
did  on  a  racecourse  made  news. 
Hundreds  of  enthralled  punters  used 
to  cluster  around  his  stand  following 
their  favourite  pastime  of  “watching 
Ranger  bet”. 

Their  interest  was  a  compliment 
but  often  an  embarrassment  as  many 
times  big  bettors  who  preferred  to 
whisper  rather  than  shout  their  bets 
over  the  circle  of  heads  would  go 
elsewhere. 

His  colossal  wagering  entailed 
intense  nervous  strain  but  it  was  not 
reflected  in  his  mannerisms.  He  was 
always  neat  and  precise  in  reeling 
off  to  his  clerk,  Tom  Winders,  a 
string  of  bets  which  might  total 
$100,000. 

Tom  is  a  well  known  identity  in 
Tattersall’s  on  settling  days  and 
vouches  for  Ken’s  courtesy  and 
chivalry.  The  modest  $1  punter 
receives  the  same  attention  as  the 
$2,000  punter. 

While  still  in  his  40s,  Ken  retired 
from  bookmaking  in  1958. 

In  his  retirement  Ken  was  rarely 
seen  at  Randwick  except  for  the  “big” 
days,  but  in  the  past  two  years  his 
appearances  have  been  mope  frequent. 

However,  he  has  always  had  an 
ownership  interest.  His  most  recent 
winner  was  Recorded  in  July  last, 
which  he  races  in  partnership  with 
Mrs.  John  Vandenberg,  wife  of  another 
Tattersall’s  member  and  also  a  retired 
bookmaker. 

Other  horses  which  Ken  raced 
included  Unrecorded  (dam  of 
Recorded),  Cragsman  (second  to 
Bernborough  in  the  Stradbroke),  Royal 
Feast,  Illusionist,  Levitator,  Flash  in 
the  Pan  and  Spectator. 

Ken’s  other  sporting  proclivities 
spread  to  playing  pennant  bowls  with 
Double  Bay,  winning  a  Tattersall’s 
Club  billiards  tournament  and  runner- 
up  in  a  snooker  event.  He  follows 
Rugby  League  football  and  retains  his 
life  long  love  of  fishing  at  his  many 
favourite  spots. 

And  in  the  32  years  of  Tattersall’s 
Club  membership  from  his  humble 
start  to  his  halcyon  days,  and  now  in 
his  quieter  moments  of  retirement, 
there  is  no  nicer  or  better  respected 
chap  than  Ken  Ranger.
